The tenders will be 
opened at 4 p.m. on 16-5-2012 in the presence of such 
tenderers or their authorised representatives who may be 
present at that time. 

Intending tenderer may submit their applications to 
the District Police Chief, Idukki and obtain the requisite 
tender form in which the tender should be submitted. The 
cost of the tender form is ' 900. Applications for the 
tender forms shall be accompanied by receipt for the cash 
remittance of ' 900 (including VAT) at the District Police 
Office, Idukki and the said amount is not transferable or 
refundable. Date and time of closing the issue of tender 


forms will be at 4 p. m. on 14-5-2012. Cheque/DD/Postal 
Order and postage stamps will not be accepted towards 
the cost of tender forms. The tender forms will not be 
send by V.P.P. either. Duplicate tender forms if required, will 
be issued at ' 450 (including VAT) per copy. Rates are to 
be firm on 31-3-2013. 

Conditions 

1. Every tenderer should remit 1% of tendered 
amount calculated approximately for one year 
(i.e. ' 4,000) as EMD in favour of District 
Police Chief, Idukki either through DD or cash 
remittance. 

2. Tender should be enclosed with an agreement as 
described in tender form in Stamp Paper 
worth ' 50. 

3. The successful tenderer should sign an agreement 
in Stamp Paper worth ' 50 and deposit 5 % 
value of the contract as security deposit. 

Further details can be obtained from the office of the 
undersigned during office hours. The District Police 
Chief, Idukki shall have the right to reject the tenders 
without assigning any reason.
